-Lieutenant Doughty and Ser- 
geant Rees, of the Forty eighth Pennsy!l- 
vania Infantry, now voluptcered to exam- 
amine the fuse. They entered the long dark 
gallery which led to the mine, and without 
stopping to calculate the chances of life, 
calmiy exposed themselves to one of the 
most hcrrible forms of death. With no ex 

citement to lend them its intoxication, with 
nothing to divert their minds from the fate 
which seemed to await them, they followed 
the course of the fuse through the long sub 

terranean passage, found the defect at 
which the spark had been arrested, and 
made a new splice. On their return the 
match was agaiv applied, and the train was 
now prompt to do its deadly work. These 
men displayed even a higher order of cour 

age than those who aiterwards charged 
into the breach.”’ 


CHEWING DECREASING. 


Reasons Why Dealers Do Not Sell as Much 
‘Plug’ as Formerly. 

When the elder Charles Dickens was in 
this country on his first visit there was no 
oneof the American habits which called 
forth from the great novelist more condem- 
nation than the one of chewing tobacco, 
says the New York Press. But times change, 
and National as weil as personal hibits 
change with them—America is no longer a 
nation of tobacco chewers, and that manner 
of using tobacco is gradually, but surely, 
passing away. 

Every tobacconist recognizes the great 
change thatis taking place in what in one 
sense may be termed the publictaste. A 
tobacco dealer, whose tradeis not almost 
exclusively among sailors, says that he does 
not sell one-half as much chewing tobacco 
to-day as he did ten years ago, and not more 
than one-third as much as twenty years 

Said one of them a few days ago: 

“The falling off in the use of chewing to- 
bacco is a great deal more apparent here in 
the East than it isin the South and West, 
but it 18 noticeabie everywhere. Une cause 
for the decadence of the habit is undoubted- 
ly due to the growth of public opinion that 
it is an uncleanly habit. Itis hard also for 
aman addicted tothe habitto k from 
showing evidences of it on his clothes and 
person. 

** But the principal causes are right here. 
There is a greatdeal more dyspepsia and 


‘stomach trouble in the country now than 


there used to be, and no person with a weak 
stomach can chew tobacco. The action of 
the tobacco juice, which trickles down the 
throat of a chewer,'is to paralyze the action 
of the stomach. It will accomplish that 
long before tobacco smoke will leave any 
perceptible effect upon the lungs. Then, 
again, the cigarette has done a great deal 
to put an end to the chewing habit. 

“The growth of the cigarette practice in 
this country is and has been pheuomenal. 
The consumption of cigarettes has multi- 
plied many times during the last fifteen 
years. About seven out of every ten boys 
now growing up smoke cigarettes. Aftera 
boy has smoked cigarettes fora few years 
he has not only no taste for tobacco in any 
other form, but he has no stomach or con- 
stitution left to stand chewing tobacco. 

“The sufferings which an inveterate to- 
bacco chewer endures when he first de- 
prives himself of his accustomed ‘ weed’ 
are popularly supposed to be almost intol- 
erable. Some ex-chewers say they are, 
while others maintain that they are nothing 
which a resolute will and clear head can 
not easily master. All agree, however, that 
they have to use some substitute at first, 
be it ohly a match or a wooden toothpick. "

MARVELOUS MEMORY. 


Daniel McCartney. 


He Could Remember Every Thing That 
Had Passed Uefore His Mind for Forty 
Years — His Astonishing Mathe- 
matical Powers. 


Danie! McCartney was born in West- 
moreland County, Pa., September 10, 1817. 


of Irish descent and his mother German. 

I first met bim im Delaware, U., in 1871. 
Notice of his coming and what he would do 
was given in the papers several days before 
he arrived. 

The meeting was in-a public hall. The 
president and several professors and many 
students of the Ohio Wesleyau University 
and also a few citizens were gyno Mr. 
O. C. Brown, of Cardington, O., stated what 
he could do, and introduced him and cou- 
ducted the examinetion. 
ey Pe Moore, of phe First Nationa) Bank, 
Was prépared with calendars and other 
documents to test his claims. Other gentie- 
men were also prepared in varions ways to 
decide the truth of Mr. Brown’s statement. 

Mr. McCartney was then fifty-four years 


rather large, weil-formed head; complexion 
pale. Countenance sober, dignified, benev- 
olent. Eyes defective, not being able to see 
clearly. and not yet entirely blind. 

His speech was deliberate and confident, 
using but few words. His dress was cheap, 
but decent. 

The audience was requested to ask any 
questions they chose. As the examination 
wenton we soon found that every thing 
that has passed before his mind for forty 
years was remembered. I can only refer 
to a few things that occurred in the two 
hours of most varied questioning. He could 
teil the day of the week (by having the year 
and day of the month) back for forty years, 
and tell it instantly. He could tell the dates 
of most important events from his boyhood. 
Could give the state of the weather, foré 
noon and afternoon, for forty years with- 
out mistake. 

He was a complete concordance of the 
New Testament and most of the Old Testa- 
ment. Prof. Hoyt (Hebrew professor) reaa 
a large number of passages from the Scrip. 
tures, till the audience was cntirely satis- 
fied that he knew where every passage 
was. 

He could tell what he was doing every 
day from his bovhood. President Merrick 
having prepared himself on several dates, 
asked him what he was doing ona certain 
day, naming the time, several years before. 
“ Looking at the eclipse,”’ said he. 

His multipiicaiion table went up into mil- 
lions. He could give the cube root of num- 
bers upto millions almost instantly. One 
of the numbers given was ten figures deep, 
another was cleven figures deep. 

He could raise any number under forty to 
the sixth power instantly. He could raise 
any number under 100 to the sixth power in 
ten or fifteen minutes. 

He was given the number eighty-nine, 
which is a prime number and more difficult, 
but he raised it ina few minutes (496, 981, 
200 861). Hecould instantly give the min- 
utes @nd seconds of periods of time from 
the Mosaic creation, and could give the feet 
or inches of several distances. Prof. H. M. 
Perkins (professor of astronomy) asked 
him a question. McUartney said he had 
never been given such a question, bet he 
would see. What was very remarkable was 
he never asked the professor to state it 
again, although it was most complicated. 
In about three minutes he said it came out 
with a fraction and the fraction was one- 
eighth. In’'afew minutes more he told off 
the long line of figures. 

A gentieman wrote tive or six columns of 
figures, seven or eight deep, on the black- 
board and read them tohim. He could im- 
mediately repeat them backward or for- 
ward, and being asked the next day if he 
still remembered them, he told them off 
again without a mistake. 

At the close of the examination several 
questions of another nature were asked. 
Some of them were of a nature not needing 
any test, for we were perfectly satisfied of 
the accuracy of all his statements. His 
powers of memory were noticed when five 
or six years old, and he could remember a 
great number of events from that early 
age. 

His full power of memory was attained 
at the age of about sixteen. He knew two 
bundred hymns apd could sing one hun- 
dred and fifty tunes. He could remember 
what he ate at breakfast, dinner and sup- 
per for morethanforty years. He learned 
nothing by reading, but hearing. His sight 
was so defective, especially in early life, 
that he could not read, except very coarse 
print,and that very slowly and with great 
difticulty. He was always poor and his 
relatives with whom he lived. 

The question has often been raised why a 
man with such prodigious memory did not 
prosper in some business. Doubtless the 
principle cause of this was his deficient 
eyesight. Several attempts were made to 
bring him before the public, but with very 
little success. At one time, in 1871, he ap- 
peared in the opera-house, Columbus, O., 
when members of the Legislature. teachers 
and professional men were present. At 
that. meeting he answered questions similar 
to those above stated, and gave entire satls- 
faction. 

He retained his memory to the time of his 


death. He was in possession of most all 


these vast powers for about sixty years. 
When answering questions about certain 
things, President Merick asked how he 
did it, or if he had any particular process 
orrule. He said: “I just know it.” The 
answers, to some questions, however, 
showed that it was not all entire memory, 
for they required some reasoning powers. 
This was particularly so in the question 
given by Prof. Perkins. 

It has been considered that the invention 
of logarithms by Napier stands among the 
greatest works of intellectual power in the 
world, and will be a monument to his name 
and fame forever. But McCartney would 
not need these tables. He was himseif a 
living table of logarithms. These deduc 
tions, that cost Napier long and tedious 
hours of figuring, McCartney could solve at 
once without pencil or paper and without 
inistake. 

Daniel McCartney was supported for the 
las few dolled a9. of his life at the county 

uscatine, Ia., and died in that 
piace tig hance 15, 1887, aged a little over

MANY AOTS OF HEROISM. 


One Man at Great Peril Saves 
Twenty-two Lives. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DISPATCHES TO THE 
GAZETTE. | 


More of the Johnsitowa Horrer. 
Jounstown, Pa., June 4.—Four days 
have elapsed since the Angel of Death 
swept down through the valley of the 
Conemangh, but no ray of sunshine 
has yet lightened the scenes of horror 
at the Johnstown bridge. The sky is 
still overcast with heavy clouds and 
the sun rests behind the menacing 
pall, as though reluctant to view the 
handiwork of his potent elements. 

For thirty-six hours the fire engines 
have played upon the smoking ruins 
above the bridge, but the flames break 
out afresh at frequent intervals to defy 
the subduing force of the water. 

Nearly 2,000 men are employed in 
different parts of the valley clearing up 
the ruins and prosecuting the search 
for the undiscovered dead. Their in- 
vestigations are not without fruitful 
results, for the charred bodies of the 
victims of the flood and fire are discov- 
ered with undiminished frequency. 
Hourly it becomes more and more ap- 
parent that not a single vestige will 
ever be recognized of the hundreds of 
those roasted in the flames above the 
bridge. 

Since the last sentence. was penned 
a party of searchers have unearthed 
a charred, unsightly mass from the 
smoldering debris within thirty yards 
of the Associated Press headquarters. 
It required the authoritive verdict of a 
physician to demonstrate that the 
ghastly discovery was the charred re- 
mains of human beings. Only the 
trunks remain, and they are roasted 
beyond all semblance of flesh. 

Within the last hour half a dozen 
discoveries, in no way less horrifying, 
have been made by the searchers as 
they raked with picks aud hooks in the 
smoking ruins. So difficult is it at 
times to determine whether the re-. 
mains are those of human beings it is 
apparent that hundreds must be fairly 
burned to ashes. Thus the number 
that have found their last resting place 
beneath these ruins will at the best 
be never inore than approximated. 

The Mayor of Johnstown is the 
busiest man in the United States, al- 
though four days without sleep, he 
sticks nobly to his task, and there are 
hundreds of others like him. Men 
fall to the earth from shere fatigue. 
There are many who have not closed 
their eyes in sleep since they awoke 
Friday morning. They are hollow- 
eyed and pitiful looking. Many have 
lost near relatives and all their friends. 
Men and horses are most needed to- 
day. Some of the unfortynates who 
could not go to the relief trains cn- 
deavored ‘to obtain flour from the 
wrecked stores in Johnstown. One 
dealer was charging $5 a sack for flour. 
Suddenly the crowd heard of the oc- 
currence and several desperate men 
went to the store and doled out the 
flour gratuitously to the homeless and 
stricken army. Another dealer was 
selling flour at $1 50 a sack. He re- 
fused to give any away, and guarded 
his store with a shotgun. 

The bodies recovered in Johnstown 
to-day had been robbed by the ghouls 
that flocked to the scene. It is known 
that one lady had several hundred 
dollars in her possession just before 
the disaster, but when she was re-

The suggestion 
made by the physicians vesterday that 
the bodies be not buried, but that they 
be allowed to be cremated in the inter- 
est of public health, which aroused 
such a storm of indignation among the 
survivors, is viewed with more calm- 
ness to-day, and there is a growing 
sentiment that it is after all the best 
solution of the problem. Weeks and 
months will be required to remove the 
stupendous mass bv artificial means, 
and in the meantime the putrefving 
remains of humanity buried there will 
be dealing pollution and death to all 
the surrounding country.

Eprror Gazette: During the past 
three years, according to the report of 
the Census Marshals of the Reno 
school district, there has been an in- 


while those of non-school age have 
decreased during the same period 25. 
But this discrepancy can be accounted 
for on the hypothesis that families, as 


a rule of late years, do not move into 
Reno until their children are of school 
age, and by the time that they arrive 
at 18 years of age the parents’ funds 
are generally exhausted, and parents 
and children have to move away and 
rustle on the outside. The figures of 
the Census Marshal will strengthen 
this theory, for, according to his re- 
port, there are but 40 in. the district 
between 18 and 21, or an average of 13 
to each year, while there are 964 be- 
tween 6 and 18, or an average of 80 
children for each year of school, which 
draw public money. 

It must not be supposed for an in- 
stant. that there is anything wrong 
with this census. ~-Forae school district 
which can boast of as many churches 
as Reno, and with a camp meeting}i 
running in full blast, which gives the 
very atmosphere a religious quicken- 
ing, it would be almost an impossibil- 
itv for a school officer or Census: Mar- 
shal to commit a wrong. j 

The fact that there were but 518 
children enrolled in the public schools 
the same month that the Censis Mar- 
shal found 964 in the district is no in- 
dication of fraud. It may look.a little 
strange to school districts which have 
nearly tke full number enrolled which 
they are drawing money for, and which 
have used up the surplus of former 
years, and are now hard up for coin to 
run their schools. These peculiarities 
of. the Reno school census may look a 
little odd to them. But by all means 
let the steady increase of children of 
school age in Reno continue ; it is good 
for the school fund. OBSERVER.

After awhile I went backto the man in 
charge, and asked him what further he 
knew of the little fellow who brought the 
stone. 

“Not much,” he said, ““not much. Didn't 
you notice a fresh little grave near the one 
with the stone? Well, he lies there. He 
had been coming here every afternoon for 
some time, working away at that stone, and 
one day I missed him, and then for several 
days. Then the man came out from that 
church that had buried the mother and or- 
dered the grave dug by her side. I asked 
if it was for the little chap. He said it was. 
He had sold his papérs all out oneday and 
was hurrying along the street out this way, 
He didn’t netice the runaway team just 
above the crossing, and—well—he was run 
over, and didn’t live but aday ortwo. He 
had in his hand when he was picked up an 
old file, sharpened down to a point, that he 
did all the lettering on that stone with. 
They said he seemed to be thinking only of 
that until he died, for he kept saying: ‘I 
didn’t get it done, but she’ll know I meant 
to finish it, won’t she?

Under his name—we got it from the super- 
intendent of the school, and put it on be- 
cause of the father, who might some d@gy 
come back—we put: ‘He loved his 
mother;” and I'll warrant you will find no 
better lettering im that cemetery than you 
will find on that stone. 

The superintendent of the Sunday-school 
wanted us to let him know when we put up 
the stone, and we aid, ana a reguiar delega- 
tion of them went out with us, he and some 
of the teachers, all of the little news-man’s 
class, and a good many of the other schol- 
ars, and the good man who built the church 
got into the city the night before and came 
out with them. He had heard something of 
the story from the teacher, but you ought to 
have seen him when “he looked at those 
stones; the tears ran down his cheeks and 
he didn’t try to stop them either. 

He made a little speech, and after we had 
set the stane told the scholars how the lit- 
tle fellow had loved and worked for his 
mother, and how he had denied himself to 
put up this little stone to her memory. He 
told them that the little fellow loved the 
Saviour, too, and tried to live to please Him. 

** Children,” he said, “I would rather be 
that brave, loving, Christian little news- 
boy, and lie there with that on my tomb- 
stone, than be King of the world and not 
love and respect my mother.” 

And all I have to say is, I believe many a 
great, rich one dies without leaving half as 
much to the world as the little news-man 
did.— The Advance.

There were locks of hair, 
miniature bouquets and once in a while a 
photograph. The happy rustic exhibited 
these trophies with und@isguised satisfac- 
tion, and all went merrily with him then.
